BUCHAREST, Nov. 24.—(/)—Ionel 
Bratiano, premier of Roumania, gen- 
erally regarded as the country’s un- 
crowned king and arch foe of Former 
Crown Prince Carol, died today. A 
complication of diseases proved fatal 
after an operation yesterday for an 
abcess of the throat. The premier was 
64 years old. 

The premier died at 7a. m. His 
brother, Vintila, was appointed pre- 
mier by the regency council, and he 


throughout the capital. Troops in the 
whole country were ordered to 
stand by.. 

After the operation yesterday a sil- 
ver tube was inserted in the windpipe 
in an effort to relieve the difficult 
breathing. It proved of little avail, 
for late in the night the premier al- 
most strangled. His temperature went 
to 103.4 Fahrenheit and he experienced 
considerable pain. 

The operation was accompanied by 
a recurrence of nephritis [inflam- 
mation of the kidney] with which M. 
Bratiano has been suffering some 
time. Recently be has had influenza 
and this was aggravated last Sunday 
when he went out in inclement 
weather. The immediate trouble that 
caused the operation was a form of 
tonsilitis.

Raids in which fifty gangsters were 
arrested were followed last night by 
rumors that the embattled underworld 
chieftains had arranged a truce in 
Chicago’s gang war. The raids fol- 
lowed the death of a police sergeant 
who had been shot during a hunt for 
gangsters earlier in the day. Chief 
among the prisoners taken last night 
was Peter Genha, survivor of former 
gang wars. 

‘Rumors of the gang truce were 
given some corroboration, it was un- 
derstood, by the revelation that fed- 
eral authorities again were taking ac- 
tion to deport alien members of the 
rival gangs who cannot prove that 
they have a right’ to be in this coun- 
try. The federal officials here are 
obecking up-the names of every gang- 
ster arrested in the present warfare. 
It is said the gang chieftains felt peace 
was necessary to prevent deportation 
of dependable followers. 


Truce Rumors Follow Raids. 

The rumors of peace negotiations 
closely followed a series of swift police 
raids directed by Chief of Detectives 
O’Connor, whose picked squads visited 
a half dozen hangouts of gangsters in 
various sections of the city. Besides 
the fifty prisoners, arms and ammuni- 
tion were seized. 

As a prelude to the raids, about 14 
seized as gangsters during the last sev 
eral days of strenuous police activity 
were arraigned in South Clark street 
court. The most serious charges were 
conspiracy to commit murder, others 
were carrying concealed weapons, and 
the least was disorderly conduct. Con- 
tinuances were granted in all those 
cases. 

Among the defendants was Joseph 
Aiello, regarded as head of a north 
side gang. He was charged by the 
police with starting the most recent 
trouble by a plot to kill Tony Lom- 
bardo, newly elected head of the pow- 
erful Unione Siciliana, and ally of Al 
Brown, also known as Alphonse Ca- 
poni, gambling and vice overlord of 
Cicero. 

Aiello, however, did not appear. He 
had suffered a nervous breakdown, his 
lawyer told the court. That brought 
knowing winks from Lombardo-Caponi 
adherents in court. That case was set 
for Dec. 2. 

Lynch Dies of Wound. 

The death last night of Sergt. 
Thomas Lynch, chief squad leader of 
the Fillmore police district, was the 
second fatality of the gang outbreak. 
He died at the Robert Burns hospital 
of a shotgun wound in the head. He 
was shot accidentally by a member of 
his squad while chasing a supposed 
gangster car in Washington boulevard 
earlier yesterday. 

Frank Herbert, brother of Big Ed 
Herbert, bootlegger-gangster, was first 
to be killed in the latest gang war. 

With the apparent breakdown of 
the morale of Aiello, looked upon as 
the key man in the outbreak, Chief 
O’Connor saw the first signs of peace.

Rockefeller Defends Self. 
Police reserves managed to herd the 
battered, but still defiant, army of 
strike sympathizers into the subway. 
Before that, however, a dozen fist 


women had been struck, a Wall street 
messenger, carefully removing his 
glasses. nad knocked down one of 
the paraders with a right to the jaw, 
and four of the avowed communists 
had been arrested. 

Almost at the time of the riot, Mr. 
Rockefeller, target of the paraders 
because of his alleged ownership of 
the Columbine mine, in front of which 
five miners were killed Monday in a 
battle with Colorado police, was is- 
suing a statement. In it. he declared 
his only coal mine interests in the 
western state were those of the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron company. 

Mr. Rockefeller pointed out that, 
despite the strike in the northern Colo- 
rado fields, the Colorado Fuel and Iron 
company’s mines are continuing opera- 
tions. The Columbine mine is owned 
by the Rocky Mountain Coal and Iron 


company. 
“Slain by Persons Unknown.” 

Greeley, Colo., Nov. 23.—(#)—A cor- 
oner’s jury investigating the deaths of 
two of the five strikers killed last Mon- 
day in a clash with state police at the 
Columbine mine returned a verdict to- 
night declaring they were slain by 
bullets fired by persons unknown, 
said deaths being not felonious.” 

The jury took cognizance of the fact 
that the shots were fired by members 
of the Colorado state law enforcement 
squad guarding the mine, but made no 
furthey effort to identify the officers 
who fired the shots. 

Ten striker witnesses, four of them 
women, testified they had marched on 
the Columbine mine enly to picket 
and to show the miners at work how 
strong they were. Testimony by sev- 
eral employés of the Columbine mine 
that shots were fired by the strikers 
were denied emphatically by the strik-

McAndrew 
pointed out that the press hae de 
nounced the trial. as-e-*-burlesque,” 
and announced his intention to absent 
himself from further hearings unt# 
the board is ready to abandon ite pres 
ent tactics and try him on the main 
charge of insubordination. The bear- 
ings, he said, were generally regarded 
as a “travesty on justice” before a

per second until 1920, when the total 
flow amounted to 8,346 cubic feet per 
second, and that the average from 1920 
to 1924 was 8,674 cubic feet per second, 
and for the years 1925 and 1926, about 
8,280 cubic feet per second.

NEW EXTENSION 
LAST, MAYOR 
WARNS LINES 


Threatens to Force Some 
Kind of Action. 


Following approval by the city 
council of a 30 day extension of the 
surface lines’ franchise, which expires 
Nov. 30, Mayor Thompson served 
notice on the companies last night 
that “the city expects their help in 
solving the traction problem and ex- 
pects it quick.” 
“We're getting tired of delaying 
things,” the mayor declared. “If we're 
dealing with hot air, it’s time we were 
finding it out. 
the companies got an 
tension of six months; then four 
months. This time we're giving them 
only thirty days and the next time 
maybe they won't get any. I'm not 
in favor of dallying along with them 
indefinitely. We're going to force 
them into some kind of action.” 

Breen Adds Warning. 

Assistant Corporation Counsel James 
W. Breen, the mayor’s transit legal 
adviser, who drafted the extension or- 
dinance, echoed the mayor’s warning. 
“The companies have got to come 
in and play ball with us,” he said. 
“If they don’t they’re going to find 
themselves in a bad hole about the 


Several alderman, however, com- 


thought that it was hardly warranted 
inasmuch as the understanding is that 
the city is to complete its draft of the 
new transit bills, then call in the com- 
panies for negotiations. It is not the 
companies’ fault, they said, because 
the city hasn't finished its job. They 
pointed out further that the mayor, 
apparently, has made no move what- 


ever to facilitate a settlement. a 


Open Break Is Seen. 


Others interpreted the mayor’s re- 
marks as indicating that an open 
break between the administration and 
the companies may be imminent. They 
cited the fact that John Maynard Har- 
lan, attorney for the Lisman transit 
plan, sat beside the mayor and talked 
with him at length during the council 
meeting

Niemiec, Flanagan Also 
Should Be Observed.

Watch Morley Drury. 

This will be one of the final com- 
mands of Coach Rockne to his Notre 
Dame eleven which faces Southern 
California on Soldiers’ field Saturday 
in the most interesting intersectional 
football struggle of the year. 

Coach Rockne and his players 
should fear this fast and elusive back, 
who must be rated with the grid lead- 
ers of the country this year. Drury 
weighs over 190 pounds, can run 100 
yards close to ten seconds, and is one 
of the best ball carriers of the year. 
In making his yardage Drury skirts 
the ends, dashes off the tackles, or 
crashes into the line. His speed com- 
bined with his weight enables him to 
gain that last yard after he is tackled. 

I saw this player in action against 
Iowa two years ago on the coast. He 
impressed me very much with his keen 
knowledge of the game, speed, and 
ager veness. At that time the only 
fault be found with his play was 
his daring. Instead of trying to avoid 
a head-on tackle he purposely slammed 
into his tacklers, with the result he 
was hurt frequently. 


Drury Learns to Dodge. 

Injuries of this nature can be easily 
avoided if the ball carriers feint a 
tackler in one direction and drive to 
another. If they do not entirely elude 
the tacklers they will be struck from 
the side and chances of injury are 
slight. Coach Howard Jones undoubt- 
edly has taught Drury something of 
the art of dodging, because the Trojan 
star has not been injured this fall, be- 
cause he has either carried the ball out 
of bounds when close to the side lines 
or he has avoided the head-on tacklers. 

Against Iowa Drury started all his 
ground gaining efforts from punt for- 
mations. Aside from running off 
either tackle, Morley frequently caught 
the ball and ran straight through the 
opening left by his center. He gathered 
great speed in his ten yard dash to 
the scrimmage line, and he always 
went a couple of yards when oppost-

Unlike the days immediately before 
and after the Army-Navy game of a 
year ago and the Dempsey-Tunney af- 
fair of recent date, visitors to Chicago 
for the Notre Dame-Southern Califor- 
nia struggle will not be forced to slum- 
ber in a vertical position.

He said there would be no prosecu- 
tion, arrests or raids made at this 
show. But he declared war on the 
National Horse Show association. “ We 


will demand judges who will recognize 
the natural beauty of a horse’s tail 
rather than the awkward, unnatural 
positions in which they are carried 
now, Mr. Abbott said. 

More than 40 horses on which tail- 
sets had been used were in the show 
ring while Mr. Abbott was looking on. 
They carried their tails straight and 
high. They appeared to be fighting so 
hard for the blue ribbons that all 
thoughts of tail-sets or any other cruel 
device to improve their looks was for- 
gotten. 

The president of the Anti-Cruelty so- 
ciety did not end his observations by 
looking at the horses in the show 
ring. He went from one stall to an- 
other in the Riding club stables. He 
agreed with the committee of veteri- 
nary surgeons appointed by the horse 
show committee that the horses were 
not being cruelly treated now. But he

and King Boris 


Ruler to Wed Giovanna, 
Diplomat Says. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Nov. 23.—()—A 
prominent diplomat, returning from 
Rome today, says the engagement of 
Princess Giovanna, third daughter of 
King Victor Emmanuel of Italy, and 
King Boris of Bulgaria is expected to 
be announced before June. 

Only one point remains to be settled. 
Giovanna, who is a Roman Catholic, 
must be converted to the orthodox 
Greek religion of Bulgaria, which re- 
quires the assent, tacit at least, of the 
Vatican. 

Two interesting points arise with re- 
spect to such a union. Premier. Mus- 
solini of Italy is desitous of establish- 
ing a firm link with Bulgaria by a 
royal marriage in order to offset Jugo- 
Slavia’s avowed hostility toward Italy. 


The holy see, on its part, is eager to 


retrieve its lost temporal power, at 
least over an area contiguous to the 
Vatican, and Sig. Mussolini has a 
great ambition to achieve settlement 
of the“ Roman question.“ 

It therefore is considered possible 
that sone arrangement can be en- 
tered into looking to conciliation and 
the settlement of these important 
points. 
The Italian government always has 
been nervous when King Boris ap- 
proached Belgrade, capital of Jugo- 
Slavia, on his way westward. When 
Boris visited Belgrade two or three 
years ago Italy's fears of a Serbo-Bul- 
garian rapprochement were nearly re 
alized. 

To prevent any such eventuality the 
last time King Boris returned from 
Rome to Bulgaria he was given a dis- 
creet hint by Premier Mussoli that it 
would please Italians much better if 
he avoided Jugo-Slavian territory. Ac- 
cordingly, King Boris made a long de- 
tour by traveling through Austria, 
Hungary, and Roumania. 

The recent conclusion of a French- 
Jugo-Slav treaty of amity still further 
has deepened Italy’s desire for closer 
relations with
